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Attorney General Don Siegelman urges all 


citizens to help in battle to ‘Stop Drugs Now” 


Alabama Attorney General Don 
Siegelman visited Coffee County this 
week and during a Monday morning 
stop in Elba took time out to gather 
support for his newly created ‘‘Stop 
Drugs Now!’’ campaign. 

“The state of Alabama is par- 
ticularly vulnerable to the drug 
traffic,’’ Siegelman stated, ‘‘and the 
vast coastline and 2,000 air strips 
built across the state during World 
War II make it almost impossible to 
police the flow of drug traffic in the 
state. 

‘A 1985 survey indicated that 
36.8 million Americans have tried 
marijuana, cocaine or other illicit 
drugs in the past year. 

“The public awareness of the 
seriousness and dangers of drugs is 


County Commission tax funding hits snag 


The question concerning the date 
the Coffee County Commission will 
begin receiving its share of the 
county’s l-cent sales tax took an 
unexpected turn this week when it 
was reported that the commission 
had apparently failed to file all 
necessary legal documents with the 
State Revenue Dept. 

The commission passed a motion 
on March 9 to seek legislation that 
would change the distribution of the 
sales tax to allot 25 percent of the 
total tax to the general fund of the 
county commission, with the schools 
in the county to share the remaining 
75 percent based on average daily 
attendance. After four years the 
county’s share would drop to 20 
percent and the schools would

receive the remaining 80 percent. 

The commission published a 
legal advertisement concerning the 
proposed legislation as required by 
law and in the text of the document it 
was stated that the provisions of the 
act would be conditional on the 
Coffee County Commission rescind- 
ing the one-cent sales tax levied by 
action of the commission on Aug, 25, 
1986. 

In the closing paragraph of the 
proposed legislation it was stated, 
“Until said one-cent sales tax is 
rescinded by the Coffee County 
Commission, the taxing provisions of 
this act shall have no force and 
effect.”’ 

While the proposed legislation 
was signed by the governor, 


research of later commission 
meetings attended by a representa- 
tive of The Elba Clipper revealed no 
action to rescind the original tax, and 
according to information received 
this week the State Revenue Dept. 
has made no plans to chafige its 
method of distribution of the sales 
tax revenue, apparently due to the 
lack of necessary legal paperwork 
needed from the commission. 


The next meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission is scheduled for 
Monday, Nov. 23, and since the 
commission budgeted $200,000 of 
the sales tax in its 1987-88 budget 
based on a monthly income of 
$35,000 the subject of the sales tax is 
sure to be discussed.

perhaps at its highest point in this 
country’s history,’’ added the 
attorney general. ‘‘The ‘Stop Drugs 
Now!’ program is an effort to involve 
interested citizens in a constructive 
way to help win that war. An 
Alabama benefit will be to create an 
Alabama which is safe for our 
children and a productive environ- 
ment for business and industry. 

“The ‘Stop Drugs Now!’ 
program was developed after careful 
study, and incorporates suggestions 
made at seven regional meetings 
that were held throughout the state 
by the attorney general’s Anti-Drug 
Task Force and the Anti-Drug 
Commission,’’ stated Siegelman. 
“‘At the seven meetings literally 
thousands of people told their stories 
of the danger and tragedy of drug 
sales and use. The suggestions that 
came out of these meetings were 
broken down into three basic 
categories: 

1) Legislation to give law enforce- 
ment the tools they need to make 
arrests and to make convictions 
stick, 

2) More money for rehabilitation 
programs for those people who really 
want to get themselves off drugs, 

3) Education programs to reach 
all levels of society and to involve 
interested citizens who want to ‘Stop 
Drugs Now! 

“Tam proud of what we have 
accomplished and excited and 
optimistic about the impact we have 
had on drugs,’’ stated Siegelman. 
‘With regard to law enforcement 
needs, we are happy to report that 
legislation was enacted in the last 
legislative session that provided for 
search warrants for controlled 
substances to be legally executed at 
night; that made attempts, solicita- 
tions and conspiracies to commit 
drug crimes punishable by the same 
penalty as the drug crime; and a law 
that provided that a criminal that 
murders an undercover officer can 
be convicted of a capital offense.

to the list under the Habitual 
Offender Act and tightened the 
provisions prohibiting the early 
release of criminals sentenced for 
drug trafficking. 

“There are many successful 
efforts across the state to provide 
drug and alcohol awareness and 
prevention programs, as well as 
programs for treating people with 
the disease of addiction to drugs and 


-alcohol,’” stated Siegelinan, ‘*What 


is needed is a source of communica- 
tions among these agencies to 
provide a coordinated effort, and in 
an effort to provide such a source of 
communications the attorney 
general’s Alliance Against Drugs 
was formed. 

“It is hoped that this alliance will 
implement grassroots involvement 
and enable the agencies to work 
together for the betterment of all. 
The 1971 Drug Education Act gave 
the schools the legal responsibility to 
conduct drug education classes in all 
classes from kindergarten to the 
senior class. I will move forward to 
insure these classes are taught, and 
if the schools fail to get involved | 
will follow through with the legal 


process. to direct the schools that 
such a program is indeed mandated, 

‘*Alabama has the worst record 
in the nation concerning rehabilita- 
tion and the entire state has only 12 
beds available for the rehabilitation 
of drug users that are adolescents. 
Through an educational program 
maybe all citizens of Alabama will 
come to see the need for additional 
rehab centers and get behind the 
effort. to get funding for “such 
programs.’’ 

Siegelman stated that the state of 
Alabama’s marijuana crop had an 
annual estimated value of nearly 
$821 million, almost triple the 
combined dollar value of peanuts, 
corn, cotton, soybeans and hay 
legally harvested by farmers in 1986, 
and added that agents estimate that 
only 10 - 30 percent of the total 
amount of drugs distributed by 
dealers is actually seized. 

“There is a drug problem in 
Alabama and across the nation,”’ 
stated Attorney General Siegelman, 
“but together we can fight the 
problem and make progress in 
making the problem one that we can 
solve.”’

2) Every hunter is required to 
wear 144 square inches of orange 
blaze while hunting. ; 

3) Hunters should unload their 
firearms while crossing a fence. 
Never store a loaded firarm firearm 
in a vehicle. 

A hunter is allowed to kill one 
antlered deer (with antlers visible’ 
above hairline) a day. During doe 
season, a hunter is allowed to kill one 
antlerless or one antlererd deer a 
day.

ELBA TIGERS STORM INTO THIRD ROUND OF PLAYOFFS

The Elba Tigers unleashed their 
powerful running attack Friday night 
against the highly-ranked West 
Blocton Tigers and ran the home- 
standing Tigers into the north 
Alabama ground as they posted a 
lopsided 34-0 win to advance into the 
third round of the Class 3A football 
playoffs. 

The win upped Elba’s record to 
10-2, while the loss left West Blocton 
with a final record of 10-2.

Elba’s Bobby Bowden _inter- 
cepted another West Blocton pass at 
the West Blocton 44-yard line on the 
first play of the second quarter and 
the Tigers wasted little time in 
adding to their lead as they drove 44 
yards in only 4 plays to reach 
paydirt. 

A 21-yard run by Leon Coleman 
and a 20-yard scamper by Robert 
Wilson moved the ball near the 
goalline and the touchdown came 
when Coleman bulled over from 1 
yard out.

ROASTING TURKEY 

Place the turkey breast side up on 
a rack in a shallow roasting pan. Do 
not add water. Cover the turkey with 
a loose tent of heavy-duty aluminum 
foil, crimping loosely onto sides of 
pan to hold in place. This prevents 
overbrowning, allows for maximum 
heat circulation, keeps the turkey 
moist, and reduces oven splatter. 

If using a meat thermometer, 
insert it through the foil into the 
thickest part of the thigh, without 
touching the bone. 

To brown the turkey, remove the 
foil tent 20 to 30 minutes before 
roasting is finished, and continue 
cooking. 

The following timetable is based 
on an oven preheated to 325° F. Plan 
to finish roasting about 20 minutes 
before serving time. This makes for 
easier carving.

Pecans are plentiful in Coffee 
County this year, They are good 
sources of calcium, phosphorus, iron 
and Vitamins A and B. Nuts are a 
good source of protein but they are 
high in fat, with over 70 percent fat. 
They are good as an energy food: one 
cup of nutmeat contains about 740 
calories. 

Pecans can be stored at home for 
year round use. They can be stored 
in the freezer, refrigerator (9 
months) or on the shelf for 6 months. 
They can be canned but the quality is 
not as good because of the high 
concentration of fat. 

It takes little imagination to make 
special recipes using pecans. Many 
of your favorite foods are more 
delicious when you add nuts.

PECAN PIE 
3 Eggs 
1/2 cup sugar 
1 cup light or dark corn syrup 
1/8 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1/4 cup melted butter or margarine 
1 cup pecans, halved or chopped 
1 unbaked pie crust 


Beat eggs. Mix in the sugar and 
syrup; then the salt and vanilla, Add 
the melted butter or margarine. 
Place pecans in the bottom of an 
unbaked pie crust.

Add vanilla; cool until 
lukewarm. Beat until the mixture 
becomes creamy. Add pecan halves. 
Stir until pecans are well coated, 
Pour on waxed paper and separate 
pecans. Store in a tightly covered 
container. 

Note: If mixture becomes too firm 
before all pecans are coated, add a 
few drops of warm water and 
continue stirring.

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‘Big Jim’ dies atage 79 


Former Alabama Gov, James E. 
“Big Jim’’ Folsom, a native of 
Coffee County and a former resident 
of Elba, died Saturday, Nov. 21, 
1987, at the age of 79 at his home in 
Cullman, Folsom suffered a heart 
attack. He was buried on Monday, 
Nov. 23, at the Cullman City 
Cemetery. 

Folsom, who had been blind for 
the past several years and bedridden 
for many months, reportedly became 
severely ill at approximately 1:00 
a.m. and died about an hour later 
with his wife Jamelle at his side. 

Born into poltiics on Oct. 9, 1909, 
in rural Coffee County, James Elisha 
Folsom was the son of Joshua 
Marion Folsom, a one-term county 
commissioner and Coffee County tax 
collector until his death in 1919, 

James Folsom moved to Elba at 
the age of one when his father was 
elected tax collector, and attended 
Elba High School, where he excelled 
in football and basketball. He 
enrolled at the University of 
Alabama in 1928 and later trans- 
ferred to Howard College, but left 
school in 1929 to help his family 
recover from a flood on the Pea River 
and never returned to a_ formal 
school. 

Folsom made his political debut 
at the age of 23 when he unsuccess- 
fully made an attempt to become a 
delegate to the state Constitutional 
Convention, but the failure did 


Unearmarking funds may affect classroom

The $61 ‘millon question about 
the state’s Special Education Trust 
Fund continues to raise the concern 
of legislators and educators alike, 
but the real question is how everyday 
classroom instruction will be affected 
by the controversy. 

The ruling last Friday by Mont- 
gomery Circuit Court Judge Randall 
Thomas that said a proposed plan to 
“unearmark’’ funds from the 
education trust fund for use in 
meeting expenses through the 
general fund of such agencies as the 
Dept. of Youth Services, the Public 
Library Service, and the Dept, of 
Economic Affairs left members of 
the Alabama Education Association 
optimistic, and Gov. Guy Hunt 
promising to appeal the decision. 

The AEA contends that 
‘‘unearmarking’’ the funds that were 
specifically voted for education by 
the state’s taxpayers hurts an 
already strapped school system. 

According to revenue-per-pupil 
figures compiled by the AEA and 
compared to the figures of a national 
survey compiled by the National 
Education Association, Alabama 
ranks last of the 50 states and Puerto 
Rico in the amount of money spent 
on each child in the classroom, 
According tothe survey, the national 
average is $4,368 per pupil. 
Alabama's average, according to the 
AEA, is $2,642 per pupil. 

**No longer can we say thank God 
for Mississippi,’ AEA Public 
Relations Director Don Eddins said 
Wednesday. ‘‘We (AEA) feel great 
cause for alarm because you can't 
ask students and teachers to go out 
and compete with others who have a 
lot more money. If we're last in the 
nation in education spending, we 
shouldn’t be taking education money 
and spending it somewhere else.” 

The Hunt administration con- 
tends, however, that appropriations 
of money from the Special Education 
Trust Fund to pay the expenses of 
the programs in question has been 
done before, and it is just following 
the precedent of previous admin- 
istrations. 

State Dept. of Education Director 
of Legislative Relations Dr, Ken 
Wilson said Wednesday that in 
actuality, the $61 million was put 
into the education budget to cover 
the non-education type programs, 
and if it was taken away, the 
department would still have all the 
money it was supposed to, 

**The money was where it was 
supposed to go before the lawsuit 
came up,’’ Wilson said, ‘We may 
have to declare these programs as 
educational expenditures and fund 
them through the education trust 
fund.”’ 

Should Thomas’ ruling withstand 
the state’s appeal, the funds could 
Still be spent for the same programs 
for which they were originally 
intended, but the legislature would 
have to appropriate the money 
constitutionally through separate 
bills for each. 

But, ABA officials say they would 
like to meet with Hunt to talk about a 


negotiated. setlement to the 
problem, in hojes that’ rhe appeal 
process can be averted. 

“The AEA would like to 
negotiate a settlement,’’ Eddins 
said. *‘Dr. Hubbert would probably 
be willing to sit down and say ‘Hey, 
you can keep the $61 milllion dollars 
this time, but don’t do it again in the 
future.’ We just feel that money 
went to the education trust fund and 
we take a dim view of unearmarking 
it for something else,”’ 

Hunt does not appear inclined to 
negotiate a settlement, however, 

Speaking for Hunt at a Wednes- 
day meeting, Press Secretary Terry 
Abbott said the governor believes 
the situation is a constitutional 
question that has to be settled by the 
legislature.

‘“‘What they are doing is asking 
tlie governor (6’ settle the "question 
for 140 legislators, and he can’t do 
that,’’ Abbott said. ‘‘Money has 
always been taken from that fund to 
help crippled children, eye founda- 
tions, and such, The law says that 
money is to be used for any 
government purpose.’’ 

It is believed by educators and 
members of Hunt’s staff that if the 
state’s appeal is unsuccessful, Hunt 
will call the state legislature into 
special session to deal with the 
situation. 

As for the effect the controversy 
has on everyday classroom instruc- 
tion, Eddins said, ‘$61 million 
would sure buy a lot more text 
books.”’

The **Moving Wall,’ a half-scale 
replica of the Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial in Washington, D.C., will 
be at Ft. Rucker Nov, 28 through 
Dec, 4, 

The opening ceremony for the 
appearance of the memorial, being 
sponsored by the Ozark Jaycees, will 
be held at 9 a.m., Nov, 28, at the 
site, located behind the Center 
Library on Fifth Avenue, 

According to Jan Scruggs, 
president of the Vietnam Veteran 
Memorial Fund,Ing, (VYMF), who 
served in Vietnam as an infantry 
corporal in 1969-1970, the wall is a 
memorial to acknowledge and 
recognize the service and sacrifice ot 
all who served in Vietnam 

The concept of the Moving Wall 
grew outot discussions by a group of 
Vietnam veterans and non-veterans 


They were concerned with what they 
could do to somehow ‘keep alive’’ 
and share the power and good that 
one of them had experienced while 
attending the dedication of the 
memorial in Washington, D.C, in 
November, 1982, 

Construction of the wall began in 
February, 1983, and was completed 
Oct. 11, 1984, Four days later, on 
Oct. 15, the Moving Wall was 
erected for the first time in Tyler, 
Texas. 

The wall is dedicated to the 2.7 
million men and women who served 
in the war zone. There are $8,132 
names on the memorial, of which 
approximately 1,300 are listed as 
missing, 

The Moving Wall is open to the 
public, from the time of the opening 
ceremony through the 
ceremony at 4 p.m., Dee, 4,

Williams said Siegelman took 
ideas that law enforcement officers 
had pushed for years and ‘'worked 
tirelessly on the legislation, drafting 
it and planning Strategy,” 
Siegelman successfully led five of six 


drug bills through the Alabama 
legislature 

Plaques of appreciation were also 
presented to Assistant Attorneys 


General Tom Sorrells and Ed Carnes 
for their assistance with legislation 
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nothing to dampen his political 
aspirations, and the. 6'8"’ political 
giant also made unsuccessful cam- 
paigns for a Congressional seat in 
both 1936 and 1938. 

In 1942 the likeable Southern 
politician placed second in the 
Democratic gubernatorial primary 
and then in 1946 stunned the 
so-called political experts when he 
was elected governor at the age of 
37! 

During one of his unsuccessful 
Congressional campaigns, Folsom 
reportedly traveled many dirt roads 
throughout south Alabama, and from 
his trips was born the story of the 
‘Buttermilk Road.’’ 

According to stories passed down 
through the years, young Folsom 
walked an unpaved road in Geneva 
County chatting with passersby and 
farmers working in the field. When 
he would come to a house he would 


Supposedly explain his political 
platform and many times sit on the 
porch and drink a cool glass of 
Vuttermilk 

On many occasions Folsom 
reportedly had to stop his conver- 
sation because of dust caused by the 
passing of a car, and the visiting 
politician promised that when he was 
elected he would pave the road to 
give the residents some relief. 

Years later, Goy. James Folsom 
paved the road and returned to the 
Geneva County location for the 
Opening of the now-famous ‘‘Butter- 
milk Road."’ 

During the 1946 gubernatorial 
campaign Folsom became popular 
for his stamina that enabled him to 
stop as many as ten times during the 
day to make a speech and his 
insistence to stay on the political trail 
ten hours a day, six days a week. 

It was during this campaign that 


Folsom was accompanied by a 
hillbilly band called the ‘*Strawberry 
Pickers,’’ a band that played prior 
to and after Folsom’s speech, and 
the song ‘‘Y’all Come’ became 
Folsom’s theme song that followed 
him throughout his long political 
career, 

During his two terms as 
governor, Folsom was an advocate 
for higher teachers’ salaries, old age 
pension and farm-to-market roads, 
and in south Alabama Folsom is 
credited with the paving of the 
majority of the roads that are still in 
existence. He also pushed for the 
repeal of the poll tax to make voting 
accessible to the poor, and had a law 
passed that made it illegal to wear a 
mask on state highways, a law that 
was intended to remove the hoods 
from members of the Ku Klux Klan. 


Coffee County Commission takes action to 


receive portion of countywide I° sales tax 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Noy. 23, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise, and voted to repeal the 
county’s l-cent sales tax enacted in 
August, 1986, and adopt a new sales 
tax which was approved by the 
legislature in June, 1987, that would 
allow she.county to share in the 
incong® Of the tax revenue. 

The commission had expected to 


wbesin receiving 25 percent of the tax 


revenue on Oct. 1, 1987, but learned 
last week that it had failed to meet all 
legal requirements needed to receive 
the portion of the tax and the new tax 
approved in June had not yet taken 
effect. 

At Monday’s meeting the 
commission voted to repeal the 
earlier tax, as required by state law, 
and to enact the new tax, which will 
give the county 25 percent of the 


total tax revenue for four years, and* 


after the 4-year period give the 
county 20 percent for the life of the 
tax, The county’s failure to file all 
necessary paperwork reportedly cost 
the county approximately $111,000. 

The subject of employees build- 
ing up compensatory time for 
overtime work again surfaced at 
Monday’s meeting and the com- 
mission stood by its earlier decision 
to give three county employees until 
Jan, 1., 1988, to lower the ‘‘comp 
time’’ to the allowable 40 hours or 
lose the time without any compensa- 
tion, 

One employee reportedly had 
built up 400 hours of ‘tcomp time” 
and had contacted members of the 
commission in an effort to receive an 
extension of the Jan. 1 deadline; 
however, the commission stated it 
had passed a ruling back in 1985 


15 expected to 
die on highways 


The Alabama Dept. of Public 
Safety estimates that 15 people will 
be killed in traffic accidents during 
the Thanksgiving holiday weekend, 
according to Col, Tom Wells, depart- 
ment director. 

The holiday begins at 6 p.m 
Wednesday, Nov, 25, and ends at 
midnight Sunday, Noy, 29, for a total 
of 102 hours. Last year there were 12 
traffic fatalities during the holiday, 
eight rural and four urban, 

Wells urged drivers to exercise 
extreme caution while driving during 
this and all other holiday periods, 
“We ask that all motorists drive 
defensively and courteously, keeping 
in mind that they share the roadways 
With many others. Our goal is to 
have everyone arrive safely at their 
intended destinations to 


enjoy 
Thanksgiving without the tragic 
consequences of a serious traffic 


accident,”’ 

All available state troopers will 
be patrolling to remove dangerous 
drivers from the roadways, Federal 
overume grants aimed at speed limit 
and DU] enforcement will allow extra 
troopers to patrol during the holiday 
period, according to Wells 

Wells encouraged drivers to obey 
posted speed limits and remember 
that 6S mph applies only to certain 
Sections of rural interstates, He also 
cited the life-saving capabilities of 
seat belt and child restraint use, and 
reminded motorists not to drink and 
drive

***aoreed to give Wiregrass Con- 
struction a deadline to repair 
damage done toa county road, and if 
the deadline was not met to have the 
repairs made and a bill sent to the 
company; 

***accepted a timber bid from 
Treated Timber Products delivered 
at the county shop; 

***anproved a request from county 
engineer Mark Pool to purchase 
three tractors using the state bid, 
with delivery to be in four nronths; 
***stated that after Dec. | all county 
vehicles must use the new ‘tkeylock 
system’’ at the county shop and 
stated that all other fuel tanks would 
be removed; 

***aoreed to send out invitations to

***vored to giver county administra- 
tor Brunease Winston a ‘‘vote of 
confidence’’ for a job well done;

***was reminded that the county 
had until Dec, 31 tovacate the health 
department annex in Enterprise;
